It’s just about a problem th a t comes to most of 
Perhaps a better title would be -O n Getting Along 
Peacefully. 
We get along quito well with those with whom we have grown up—in 
our own family, or w ith those closely associated w ith us throughout our 
years. The problem comes in when we m eet new’ friends, get m arried, or 
form partnerships after most of our ideas become fairly set and definite. 
The average person does not carry th at fine tolerant and understanding J 
spirit, that is the property of so few’, throughout life. T he average person 
wants to be victorious all the time! 
So it is, therefore, th a t quarrels creep in. bitterness is engendered, and 
often tragic ends, to an otherwise lasting and peaceful life experience. 
We do not have to win—nominally—in the affairs of life, In order to 
be happy, or to experience serenity of mind and spirit. Many things are 
to be preferred to an unhappy victory. 
We gain nothing by compelling 
others to think or act as wre desire, in m atters of opinion. 
Reason, common sense, and the willingness to understand, either alone 
or in combination, have brought about m any a peaceful settlem ent of dif­ 
ficulties—even w ithout nom inal victory to anyone.
